The Provenance of this MS. is as follows : In July, 1848 Carlyle made 
the acquaintance of Joseph Neuberg, a German business man residing 
in England, who had been an admirer of his works for some years ; 
Neuberg on an introduction by Emerson offered himself as secretary 
for arranging notes and making enquiries at the British Museum and 
State Paper Office, and accompanied Carlyle on his Tour of the Battle- 
fields necessitated by his work on Frederick the Great. The MSS. are 
some of those with which Neuberg had to deal: seven of the slips are 
in Neuberg’s hand with notes by Carlyle, and there are a number of 
ships with directions to Neuberg for his researches. In a letter written 
to his sister he refers to Carlyle’s curious habit of writing as it were 
soliloquies in his text.

The Provenance of this MS. is as follows : In July, 1848 Carlyle made 
the acquaintance of Joseph Neuberg, a German business man residing 
in England, who had been an admirer of his works for some years ; 
Neuberg on an introduction by Emerson offered himself as secretary 
for arranging notes and making enquiries at the British Museum and 
State Paper Office, and accompanied Carlyle on his Tour of the Battle- 
fields necessitated by his work on Frederick the Great. The MSS. are 
some of those with which Neuberg had to deal: seven of the slips are 
in Neuberg’s hand with notes by Carlyle, and there are a number of 
ships with directions to Neuberg for his researches. In a letter written 
to his sister he refers to Carlyle’s curious habit of writing as it were 
soliloquies in his text. Instances in the present MS. are as follows : 

... 14 Oct. 1853. Will there never be any History of Frederick, then; 
never any possible for me? Eheu! 

One ‘day these two (Frederick & Voltaire) will represent the 18th 
century; and alone survive in human memory as the summary of it 
(if this be true, then don’t speak much of it: be careful to act continually 
upon it; to shape your history so as to evolve and shadow forth that 
truth. Alas, alas! ’Tis easy said; but how impossible to do!). 

. . . (Good Heavens! this is not the thing I was of mind to write at 
all; nor can that about the “ Past Times ’’—with “avenues hewn into 
it, and light beams playing thro’ it, which give a faint twilight, and 
shew the Immense all sleeping in its stone coffins,” &c.—be spoken or 
written to-day—8th Aug.). (? ’54). 

THIS WHOLE MS. 1S OF THE GREATEST LITERARY IMPORTANCE.

The Provenance of this MS. is as follows: In July, 1848 Carlyle made 
the acquaintance of Joseph Neuberg, a German business man residing 
in England, who had been an admirer of his works for some years ; 
Neuberg on an introduction by Emerson offered himself as secretary 
for arranging notes and making enquiries at the British Museum and 
State Paper Office, and accompanied Carlyle on his Tour of the Battle- 
fields necessitated by his work on Frederick the Great. The MSS. are 
some of those with which Neuberg had to deal: seven of the slips are 
in Neuberg’s hand with notes by Carlyle, and there are a number of 
slips with directions to Neuberg for his researches. In a letter written 
to his sister he refers to Carlyle’s curious habit of writing as it were 
soliloquies in his text. Instances in the present MS. are as follows : 

... 14 Oct. 1853. Will there never be any History of Frederick, then; 
never any possible for me? Eheu! 

One day these two (Frederick & Voltaire) will represent the 18th 
century; and alone survive in human memory as the summary of it 
(if this be true, then don’t sfeak much of it: be careful to act continually 
upon it; to shape your history so as to evolve and shadow forth that 
truth. Alas, alas! ’Tis easy said; but how impossible to do!). 

. . . (Good Heavens! this is not the thing I was of mind to write at 
all; nor can that about the “ Past Times ’’—with “avenues hewn into 
it, and light beams playing thro’ it, which give a faint twilight, and 
shew the Immense all sleeping in its stone coffins,’ &c.—be spoken or 
written to-day—8th Aug.). (? 754).
